The agrarian* of Germany, who are 
now working to increase tbe meat du- 
ties of that-country, have a much bet- 
ter understanding than that concern- 
ing the operations of a tariCt; so b.av« 
the American protectionists who rig- 
ged up the Dingley tariff with duties 
ou all the iccats which the people COD- 
*ume tinder tbe preteuse of protecting 
American farmers. 
How much the 


farmers are .protected is seen by the 
fact that tbe meat trust, with bead- 
quarters in Chicago and Kansas City, 
dictates to the farmers the price of 
their cattle. 
Should a dealer under- 


take to buy cattle, sbeep and bogs in- 
dependently of the trust he would en- 
counter a railroad rebate iu favor of 
the combination and would be driven 
from business; should a batcher buy 
CAttle of carcasses of beef from an in- 
dependent dealer or directly from a 
•western farmer be would be subjected 
to a boycott. 


The removal of every obstruction to 


trade, whether JpgaJ or natural, would 
Inevitably tend to reduce tbe price of 
commodities. How grievous are tbe 
artificial obstructions to trade in meats 
is seen by the schedules of the Dingley 
tariff act 
For every pound of beef- 


steak, spring lamb or pork tbat enters 
the month of the American consumer 
be must pay a tax of 2 cents to the 
trust. The ten is tbe same for the 
prime steaks that are selected by the 
rich a* for the scraggy portions of tbe 
meat consumed by the poor. This tax 


be paid to the trust, for, as the 


duty on meats is practically prohibito- 
ry, no revenue from it dows into the 
public treasury, and it serves merely to 
enhance the profits extracted by the 
trust from American consumers. There 
is, besides, a tax of $3.75 on every bead 
of cntt'c, $1.50 on every UOR and 75 
cents on every sheep tbat is brought 
across the border from Canada and 
Mexico.
